IMPORTANT SAFEGUARDS 





WARNING: To avoid the risk of electrical shock, always make sure the 
coffee maker is unplugged from the electrical outlet before 
assembling, disassembling, relocating, servicing, or cleaning it. 


READ ALL INSTRUCTIONS BEFORE USE. 


This coffee maker is intended for indoor, household, non- 
commercial use in brewing coffee for human consumption. Do not 
use the coffee maker for any other purpose. 

Keep the coffee maker out of the reach of children and pets. This 
coffee maker is not intended for use by children. Extra caution is 
necessary when using this product near children. 

Never leave the coffee maker unattended while it is in use. 
Always unplug the coffee maker from the electrical outlet when it 
is not in use. 

Always operate the coffee maker on a flat, level, stable, heat- 
resistant surface. 

Do not place the coffee maker in areas or on surfaces (e.g., 
carpets) that may be damaged by water, heat, or moisture. We 
will not be liable for any water-related damage that occurs during 
the use of this product. 

Do not set the hot Carafe on a wet or cold surface as the 
temperature difference between the hot Carafe and the cooler 
surface may cause the Carafe to break. 

Do not place the coffee maker or the Carafe on or near gas or 
electric burners. Do not place the coffee maker or the Carafe 
inside of, or on top of, a microwave oven or heated conventional 
oven. Do not operate this product or any other electrical product 
in the presence of explosives and/or flammable fumes as an 
explosion hazard exists. 

Use only product manufacturer’s attachments with this product; 
otherwise a risk of fire, electrical shock, or personal injury may 
result. 

Do not touch hot surfaces of this product. Always touch the 
product using the handle and knobs. Never move the coffee maker 
when it is in use or while it contains hot liquid. Allow the unit to 
cool completely before handling. Do not touch the glass portion of 
the Carafe or other hot surfaces of the coffee maker. 
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Do not operate the coffee maker if it has a damaged Power Cord 
or plug, malfunctions, is not working properly, leaks, is dropped, 
or otherwise shows signs of damage. This product has no user- 
serviceable parts. Do not attempt to repair this product yourself. 
Only qualified service personnel should perform any servicing; take 
the product to a qualified service center for inspection and repair. 
Do not remove the bottom cover of the coffee maker, as there 
may be a risk of fire or electrical shock. 

Do not immerse the Power Cord or Plug in, or otherwise expose 
them to, water or other liquids, as an electrocution hazard may 
result. 

Do not allow the Power Cord to hang over the edge of a table or 
counter where it may get tripped over or pulled. 

Keep the Power Cord and product away from heated surfaces. 

To disconnect product from an electrical outlet, pull directly on 
the plug; do not pull on the Power Cord. 

Keep the Carafe Lid on the Carafe while brewing and serving 
coffee. Never operate the coffee maker without the Carafe in 
place on the Warming Plate and the Carafe Lid closed. 

Do not open the Lid to the Water Reservoir or the Filter Basket 
while the coffee maker is brewing. Do not remove the Carafe 
from the Warming Plate while the coffee maker is brewing. 

Do not remove the Carafe from the Warming Plate while liquid is 
dripping from the Filter Basket, as serious burns may result. Allow 
the Filter Basket to cool completely before removing it from the 
coffee maker. 

The Carafe is designed solely for use with this coffee maker. Do 
not use the Carafe on a stovetop heating element or with other 
products. 

Do not use the Carafe if it has a loose, weakened handle or if it is 
cracked, chipped, or otherwise damaged. 

Do not clean the Carafe with steel wool pads or other abrasive 
cleaners and materials. 

This product is for indoor use only. Do not use this product 
outdoors, as an electrocution hazard exists. 


NOTE: A short power cord is provided to reduce the risk of personal 
injury resulting from becoming entangled in or tripping over a longer 
cord. If a longer cord is required, extension cords are available from 
local hardware stores and may be used if proper care is exercised in 
their use. If an extension cord is used: (1) the marked electrical rating

of the extension cord should be at least as great as the electrical 
rating of the appliance; (2) the extension cord should be arranged so 
that it will not drape over the countertop or tabletop where it can 
accidentally be pulled on by children or pets. 


Si ie INSTRUCTIONS: 


To avoid a circuit overload when using this product, do not 
operate another high-wattage product on the same electrical 
circuit. 

e Avoid the use of an extension cord because the extension cord may 
overheat and cause a risk of fire. However if you have to use an 
extension cord, the cord shall be No. 14 AWG minimum size and 
rated not less than 1875W.

FUTURE REFERENCE 


WARNING: This coffee maker is equipped with a polarized plug (one 
blade is wider than the other blade) as a safety feature to reduce the 
risk of electrical shock. This plug will fit into a polarized outlet only 
one way. This is a safety feature. If you are unable to insert the plug 
into the electrical outlet, try reversing the plug. If the plug still does 
not fit, contact a qualified electrician. Never use the plug with an 
extension cord unless you can fully insert the plug into the extension 
cord. Do not alter the plug. Do not attempt to defeat the safety 
purpose of the polarized plug. 


Please note that this machine will automatically shut off after 2 hours 
continued operation. Consumer needs to press button to re-activate 
machine to have continued heating on coffee pot.

Before Using the Product for the First Time 


1. Attach the Carafe lid onto the Carafe. 

2. Brew two carafes of fresh water (see the “To Brew Coffee” section) 
without adding coffee grounds. 

3. After brewing the first carafe of water, turn the product to the 
“OFF” position and wait for ten minutes; then brew a second 
Carafe of water. 

IMPORTANT: Do not add coffee grounds to the Filter Basket. 

4. Thoroughly clean the Carafe, Carafe lid, and Filter Basket in hot, 

sudsy water; then thoroughly rinse and dry. 


Coffee Filters: 

Use standard 10-cup or 12-cup basket-style paper filters with this 
coffeemaker. The use of cone-shaped paper filters is not advised as 
they do not conform to the shape of the Filter Basket and may block 
the flow of coffee through the unit and cause spillage. 


Coffee Yield: 


12-cup coffeemaker: 12 5-oz cups 
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NOTE: One 5-oz cup of coffee is the American industry standard and 
is used by most coffeemaker manufacturers. To fill up your favorite 
coffee mug, fill the coffeemaker water reservoir with enough water 


for two cups (10 02). 


To Set The Clock 


NOTE: The clock time will need to be reset if electrical power is lost 
to the product. 





Plug the Power Cord into a standard 120-volt AC electrical outlet. 
Press the PROG Button and “CLOCK” will appear in the display. 
Press the HOUR and MIN Buttons to set the correct hours and 
minutes, respectively. If no buttons are pressed for about 10 
seconds, “CLOCK” will disappear from the display and the unit will 
begin normal operation. 


To Brew Coffee 
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Open the Lid and fill the Water Reservoir (located behind the 
Filter Basket) with the desired number of cups of coffee as 
indicated on the fill marking lines. 

CAUTION: To avoid potential overheating of the coffee maker, 
never brew less than two cups of coffee. 

Ensure the Filter Basket is properly seated and place one coffee 
filter into the filter basket. 

Add one level scoop (one tablespoon) of drip or regular ground 
coffee or tea to the Filter Basket for each cup of coffee desired. 
For stronger or milder coffee, increase or decrease the amount of 
coffee to suit your taste. 

Gently shake the Filter Basket to distribute the coffee evenly. 
Close the Lid and place the Carafe onto the Warming Plate. 
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6. For immediate brewing, press the ON/OFF Button once; the RUN 
light illuminates. For a delayed start time, reference the “For 
Timer Brewing” section. 

7. To interrupt the brewing cycle in order to pour coffee, simply 
remove the Carafe from the Warming Plate. This will engage the 
“Pause and Pour” feature, causing the unit to suspend the brewing 
cycle until the Carafe is placed back onto the Warming Plate. 
NOTE: Since coffee grounds absorb some water during brewing, 
the amount of brewed coffee may be slightly less than the amount 
of water poured into the coffee maker. For safety purposes, 
always keep the Carafe Lid on the Carafe when pouring coffee. 
The Carafe Lid will also assist in keeping the coffee at serving 
temperature. 

8. To keep the coffee at a hot serving temperature, return the 
Carafe to the Warming Plate after pouring. The Warming Plate 
cycles to keep contents hot for as long as power is applied to the 
coffee maker. 

9. When the Carafe is becomes empty, either prepare the unit for 
brewing an additional pot of coffee (see the “Brewing a Second 
Pot of Coffee” section) or turn the coffee maker off (press the 
ON/OFF Button twice) and unplug the Power Cord from the 
electrical outlet. 


Brewing a Second Pot of Coffee 


To brew another pot of coffee, press the ON/OFF Button twice to turn 
unit off and wait ten minutes for the heating element to cool. 
Remove and dispose of the used coffee grounds; then rinse the Carafe 
and Filter Basket with water and repeat the brewing procedure 
detailed in the “To Brew Coffee” section. 


WARNING: If you do not allow the coffee maker to cool completely 
before reuse, water placed in the Water Reservoir may overheat, 
Causing steam to be released. This poses a risk of burns and/or other 
serious personal injury. 


Hints For Great-Tasting Coffee 


* Aclean coffee maker is essential for making great-tasting coffee. 
Regularly clean the coffee maker as specified in the “Care and 
Maintenance” section. 


* Always use fresh, cold water in the coffee maker. 
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Finer coffee grinds, such as drip and Automatic Drip Coffeemaker 
(ADC) grinds, promote a full extraction of flavor and a rich, full- 
bodied coffee. Regular coffee grinds require slightly more coffee 
per cup to provide the strength of a finer coffee grind. 

Store unused coffee grounds in a cool, dry place. After opening a 
package of coffee grounds, reseal it tightly and store it ina 
refrigerator to maintain its freshness. 

For an optimum coffee taste, buy whole coffee beans and finely 
grind them just before brewing. 

Do not reuse coffee grounds since this will greatly reduce the 
coffee’s flavor. 

Reheating coffee is not recommended as coffee is at its peak 
flavor immediately after brewing. 

Clean the coffee maker when over-extraction causes oiliness. 
Small oil droplets on the surface of brewed, black coffee are due 
to the extraction of oil from the coffee grounds. Oiliness may 
occur more frequently if heavily roasted coffees are used. 


For Timer Brewing 


NOTE: The brewing start time will need to be reset if electrical power 
is lost to the product. 
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Ensure the current clock time is set. 
Press the PROG Button twice and “TIMER” will appear in the LCD 
Display. 


. Press (or press and hold) the HOUR and/or MIN Buttons to program 


the brewing start time. 
To activate the brewing timer, press the ON/OFF Button twice. 
The AUTO Button illuminates. 


. TO deactivate the brewing timer, press the ON/OFF Button again 


to turn unit off. 
IMPORTANT NOTE: Reference the “To Brew Coffee” section to 
prepare the coffeemaker properly for brewing. 


Care and Maintenance 


WARNING: Always unplug the product from electrical outlet and allow 
the Warming Plate to cool completely before cleaning it. 


Do not allow all of the contents to evaporate from the Carafe. 
Do not heat the Carafe when it is empty. 
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Do not place the Carafe on or near a hot gas or electric burner, in 
a heated oven, in a microwave oven, or on a stovetop heating 
element. 

Do not handle the Carafe roughly or expose it to sharp blows or 
impacts. 

Never use abrasive scouring pads or cleansers to clean the product, 
as they may scratch, discolor the product’s finish and/or weaken 
the glass on the Carafe. 

Discard and replace the Carafe if it is damaged in any manner, as 
the Carafe could break or contaminate the coffee with glass 
particles. 


Clean the Filter Basket, Carafe, and Carafe Lid after each use in 
hot, sudsy water. 

NOTE: You may clean these product parts on the upper rack of a 
dishwasher. If washed in a dishwasher, the parts may appear to 
fade. Restore the parts’ original color by polishing them with a 
soft, dry cloth. 


Wipe the product’s exterior surface with a soft, damp cloth to 
remove stains. 


Water droplets may buildup in the area above the Filter Basket 
and drip onto the product base during brewing. To control the 
dripping, wipe off the area with a clean, dry cloth after each use 
of the product. 


Cleaning Mineral Deposits: 

To keep your coffeemaker operating efficiently, clean away the 
mineral deposits left by the water. At least once a month, use a 
household cleaning solution as described below to prevent the buildup 
of mineral deposits. If the water in your area is especially high in 
minerals, clean your coffeemaker at least every two weeks. 
Frequently cleaning the coffeemaker may also improve brewed coffee 
flavor. 
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Add a water and vinegar mixture: 

a. Fill the Carafe with one part of white vinegar and three parts 
of cold water. 

b. Pour the water and vinegar mixture into the Water Reservoir. 

Insert a paper filter into the Filter Basket and position the Carafe 

onto the Warming Plate. 


Press the ON/OFF Button once. 
NOTE: During cleaning more steam occurs than when brewing 
coffee. 


. Once the Carafe is half-filled with the water-vinegar mixture, 


press the ON/OFF Button twice to shut the unit off. 


. Wait about 15 minutes for the water-vinegar mixture to cool in the 


Carafe; then pour the water-vinegar mixture into the Water 
Reservoir again. 

Press the ON/OFF Button again; allow all of the water-vinegar 
solution to drip into the Carafe. 


. Once the water-vinegar solution stops dripping, press the ON/OFF 


Button twice to shut the unit off. 

Rinse the coffee maker. 

CAUTION: Allow the product to cool at least ten minutes. 

a. Remove the paper filter from the Filter Basket. 

b. Discard the water-vinegar solution from the Carafe. 

c. Rinse the product by brewing a Carafe of cold water. 
NOTE: Insert a fresh paper filter into the Filter Basket before 
brewing. 

d. Empty and wash the Carafe and Filter Basket; then thoroughly 
rinse and dry. 


. Wipe the product’s exterior surface with a dry cloth.
